“NO CONFIDENCE” AMENDMENT,

LONDON, January 15. 

The intense interest in the State opening of: 
the, most momentous session of Parliament was 
shown by the fact that the first Commoner arrived 
at the Commons at five in the morning andalso by 
the great crowds in the Mall and’at’ Whitehall. who 
loudly cheered Their Majesties ‘and the Prince, of 
‘Wales as they went in procession to Parliament 
from Buckingham Palace and from York House 
respectively. There was brilliant sunshine. 
splendid scene was witnessed in the Lords where 
the red benches were packed with peeresses richly 
gowned and wearing diamonds and peers tobed in 
scarlet and ermine. The Labourites watched the 
scene from the gallery. There were the customary 
aera atest by unemployed, shepherded by the 
police, 


COMMONS OPENS BREEZILY. 


The House ‘of Commons was crowded, Mr. 
Asquith, who has recovered, sit next to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald on the front opposition bench. The 
proceedings opened breezily, The Labourites, 
supported by the Liberals, opposed Mr. Baldwin's, 
motion to appointthe Conservitives Mr. James Hope 
and Captain Fitzroy as Deputy Speaker and Deputy 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
respectively. Mr Macdonald said it was impossible 
to pass the motion without a division’ which would 
be regrettable as there would be difficulties enough 


_otherwise in this Parliament He suggested that 


during the debate on the Address these posts'should 
not be filled but that the Speaker should adjourn 
nightly at dinner. Colonel John Ward protested 
that party arrangements behind the. scenes were 
responsible for Mr. Macdonald's attitude. The 
Liberal My. Pringle supported Mr. Macdonald. Mr. 
Jack Jones shouted amid ‘laughter that he believed 
in the spoils going to the victors, Mr. Baldwin 
withdrew the motion pendigg the result of the 
debate on the Address. 
RIS MAJESTY'S SPEECH. 

; LONDON, January }15. « 
The King’s specch at-the pening of Parljament 
stacd: “The relations. with!foreign powers are 
friendly and Iam glad to reord definite progress 
in the solution of the question’ which have hitherto 
blocked the pathway of mutual understanding and 
retarded the recovery of the world. A bill will be 
introduced to give effect to the Lausanne Treaty 
and as soon as it is passed the Treaty will be 
ratified and a new era of peaceful relations with 
Turkey will opon. The Anglo-American agreement 
in regard to the illicit importation of liquor into the 
United States ison the eve of conclusion and should 
further strengthen the happy relations of the two 
countries. It will continue to be my object to 
support by every means in my power the steady 
growth of the influence of the League of Nations, 
The recent murders on the North-West frontier of 
India caused me much concern and [ earnestly 
trust that the criminals will be punished and more 
satisfactory relations established on the frontier 
soon, The recent Imperial Conferences marked 
very definite progress in Imperial co-operation, more 
particularly as it was found possible. without a de~ 
parture from the existing fiscal system for this 
country to meetthe wishes of the Dominions bya 
substantial extension of the principle of Imperial 
Preference established by the conference of 1917 
and enforced sinte 1919. Proposals to give effect 
to the conclusions of both conferences will be sub- 
mitted to you. I welcome the opportunity afforded 
bythe British Empire Exhibition to Increase our 
knowledge of the varied resources of the Empire 
and stimulate inter-Imperial trade.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 


The King's speech expresses gravest concern 
regarding unemployment in view of the country's 
non-acceptanceof the recent proposals which in the 
judgment of Ministers would materially have coa- 
tributed to the solution of the problem. The Com- 


mons will be invited to assent to the extension and |. 


amendment of trade facililes and export credit 
schemes and to the proposal of the Imperial 
Economic Conference for expediting and assisting 
the exectition of certain public enterprises through- 
out the Empire by a grant of financial aid "from 
public funds and the extension of comtribiitions 
towards the cost of public ulllity. works undertaken 
by local authorities or statutory and private cor- 
porations. The Commons will be asked to assist 
in providing work in the shipbuilding industry by. 
the immediate constructionof cruisers and auxiliary 
craft in anticipation of the naval programme.

Shaving, too, is on the increase, 
and prisoners are even being per 
mitted to have their own safety 
nzors. These concessions, it is 
declared, are not designed to make 
gaol a pleasant place, but to pro- 
mote the self respect and ine 
telligence of the prisoner and to 
“fit him to re-enter the world as a 
citizen.” That is a laudable object, 
and a policy that should bear 
good fruit. But the aim ‘of a 
well-ordered society, after all, 
is not so ‘much to be kind to 
iis members when :they are in 
prison as to prevent them get- 
ting there. There are too many 
people in gaol to-day. The 
Report of the Commisioners of 
Prisons shows that the total in 
1922-3 was nearly four thousand 
above that of the previous year, 
though it was lower than the 
five years before the war. The 
largest part of ‘this increase is ree 
presented by debtors. Since the 
war the number 6f persons im- 
prisoned for debt has. risen 
steadily from 1,830 in 1918&I9g to 
12,.9954n the year under review. 
These are chicfly persons com- 
mitted for the non-payment of 
wife maintenance, bastardy arrears, 
or arrears of income tax and, as 
the Commissioners tell us, “a 
large, if not*the largest, factor is 
unemployment.” This state of 
things is not the fault of the 
prison authorities, but it is some-

AUSTRALIAN PREMIER'S 
SPEECH. a 
EMPIRE, AT ‘THE CROSSROADS. 


(Reuler’s Service to the China Mail.) 


LONDON, January, I5. 


Mr. S. M. Bruce in aspecch ata 
farewell dinner ‘of the Austmifan 
Natives’ Association, presided over- 
by Lord Denman, which was 
broadcasted 
listencrs, contended that the peace 
of the world andthe reduction of 
armaments would not be promoted 
by Britain alone disarming. He 
emphasised that the Dominions de- 
manded a voice..in the Empire's 


Foreign policy, but: it was neces- 


sary also that-the dominions 
should shoulder the obligations en= 
tailed to contribute to the defence 
of the Empire. Australia was fully 
prepared to shoulder both responsi- 
bilites and obligations and he 
hoped the other Dominions would 
recognise a similar obligation. The 
time had arrived todetermine whe 
ther they were going to draw closer 
the links binding the Empire, or 
whether the Empire would gradu- 
ally break up into several indepen 
dent nations. He stressed Austra- 
lia's desire to continue an integral 
part of the Empire and declared 
that Britain’s grave problems in 
Europe would only be solvable if 
she wndeviatingly and unhesit- 
atingly followed a strong and de- 
finite policy. 

That policy would only succeed 
if ithad a united Empire behind 
Britain might ultimately be 
obliged to face the’necessity of 
leaving Europe to its fate andcone 
centrating on the Empire (cheers) 
to ensure that at least the Empire 
should remain sane in a world 
whichappeared tohave gone mad, 
(Cheers). The Empire was 
essential te Britain.as Britain tothe 
Empire. The strength of the 
Dominions was too often forgotten 
in Britain, He recalled their 
achievements in. the war 
which were largely responsible 
for the victorious outcome. ‘For 
one, great nation to strip itself of 
its powers of defence and the 
enforcement of its will was only 


‘}encouraging the pther powers to 


increase armaments. We ‘were 
running straight towards another 
heavy blunder like the unreason- 
ing reduction of the Air Farce and 
by the hesitancy ye were showing 
in the establishment of the Singa- 
pore base. 


BRITAIN'S NAVAL NEEDS 


The ratio of 5-593 fixed at the 
Washington conference was non- 
existent in the Pacific where, with- 


,jout the Singapore base, Britain 


would be unable cffectively to put 
a single capital ship. He declared 
emphatically that unless a base 
was built in the Pacific Britain 
would abdicate her position as a 
great naval power in the Pocific. 
Mr. Bruce pointed out that the 
American, Japancse and British 
naval. authorities held that the 
capital ship was still the determin- 
ing factor in naval war. He cone 


: tended that world peace depended 


on the construction of the’ Singza- 
pore base. It would also add 
materially to the eventual reduc- 
tion of armaments throughout the 
world. 
ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, 

Dealing with the economic 
troubles of Britain Mr. Bruce de- 
clared a$ a result of his recent tour 
that the people of Britain did not 
realjse the possibilities of the Em- 
pire, He stressed the necessity to 
stir their imagination and urged 
that the resolutions of the 
Economic Conference be carried 


rout in theix entirety on the ground 


of practical expediency, good 
sense and Empire unity. Britain 
was not bound but he was unable to 
believe that any Government of any 
shade of political opinion would 
hesitate to enforce them. Jé Britain 
did not like the tarrif preferences 
Australia was prepdred to discuss 
any other method of establishing 
closer Imperial trade relations. 
It was the duty of any 
Government coming into power to 
proceed with the. constitution 
of a permanent economic com- 
mittee recommended by the 
Economic Conference and to 
ensure that its personnel would 
carry the confidence of the. people 
of Britain and of the Empire and 
such matters should be submitted 
thereto. .

“| A’copy of this Annual has reach- 
ed our, hands, and a few words 
dealing with its more prominent 
features. may not come amiss: to 
our readers. This Year Book 
marks a new departure in Medical 
publication and one is somewhat 
‘siitprised that the profession has 
been so long without this vads- 
mecum, A compilation of this kind 
is always rather difficult to review, 
From the nature of its contents it 
appeals more specially to the 
Medical and Allied Professions, 
and fulfitls in their regard much 
the same purpose as  Pear's 
‘Cyclopaedia” or |‘ Whitaker's 
eeuanae 2” does for the general pubs 
ic, 

Its special object is toserve asa 
handy guide to the ‘current 
activilies of the Profession in the 
United Kingdom, and the follow. 
ing summary of the contents will 
show that the volume serves its 
purpose and justifies its existence. 

Of interest to the Profession at 
large are :— 

(1) The Diary of forthcoming 
meetings during the year October 
1923—Sept-1924. 

(2) The Data concerning the 
Ministry of Health and other ree 
lated bodies, . 

(3) ‘Notices and Regulations of 
the General Council of Medical 
Education ; while the lists dealing 
with the various Universities of 
Great Britain granting Medical and 
Surgical degrecs, together with the 
hospitals. giving clinical instruc. 
tion afford valuable information 
for would-be undergraduates with 
regard to Examinations, Fees and 
Costs of Medical Education. 

The lists of Hospitals, both 
Metropolitan and Provincial, 
should prove useful, especially in 
view of the very complete lists of 
their Medical Staffs; while the 
classified list of Consultants, Spe~ 
cialists, etc., attached to the Hos- 
pitals and similar Institutions both 
in London and the Provinces, will 


tend to save the time .and energy 


of many a hard working practi- 
tioner. 

Another item of general interest 
is the Hist of medical Mombers of 
Parliament, and the Parliamentary 
and Medico-Legal News for the 
Session 1922-1923, while the section’ 
dealing with the Military and 
Naval Medical Services contains 
useful information, 

Finally, there is a list of Medical 
Societies and Nursing Homes and 
Associations, together with a list 
of the medical works published in 
Great Britain from October 1922 to 
August 1923. 

Three valuable papers on Insulin 
and Diabetes: on Cancer, andon 
the Principles of Chemotherapy, 
embody the latest views on thes 
important subjects. More par- 
ticularly would wé draw attention 
to the newer conceptions with 
regard to-the nature of disease, 
adumbrated in the article on Chem- 
otherapy.

MURDER TRIAL. | 


PROMINENT OFFICIALS

Admiral Chan Chak and Mr.

‘Quite a number 
of well-to-do people were present 
to hear the verdict and interest 
wis maintained untilthe Court had 
tison. The Attorney General 
prosecuted and Mr. N. 1. Brewer 
(instructed by Mr. A. el Arculli) 
defended. 

After our edition had gone to 
press yesterday, Mr, Brewer ade 
dressed the jury. He claimed that’ 
the evidence for the prosecution 
had been full of inaccuracies, Like 
that of the chair coolies, the 
deceased’s husband’s testimony 
was unsatisfactory on many points, 
Mr. Brewer dwelt at some length 
outhe entire absence of motive ; 
so far as the youthful prisoner was 
concerned, it was neither robbery 
nor passion. . : 

Replying for the Crcwn, the 
Attorney General said that ina 
case like this there were bound to 
be some minor inaccuracies. It was 
only natural that there ‘should be 
disugreement, on unimportant 
details as everybody was exciled 
at the time of shooting. 
Had the Crown — witnesses 
agreed down to the merest detail 
it would have cast suspicion on 
them. He submitted that all the 
evidence pointed to the fact that 
the man in the dock was ‘the man 
who committed the crime. i 

In his summing up, the Chief 
Justice remarked that the onus was 
most -certainly upon the prosetue 
tion to prove thatthe man jn. the 
dock was the actual murderer., A 
point in his favour was that he had 
elected to go info the witness box 
andtell his story kimself. There 
wasno evidence of motive, On 
the matter of the -alleged. inac.
